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Amy Klobuchar waffle,” at citypages.com. 
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RELIGIOUS SUPREMACY is the notion that 
“love thy neighbor” only applies to those 
who are worthy. It was behind much of the 
discrimination in the Old South, not to men¬ 
tion Minnesota’s history of rejecting Jews, 
Catholics, Muslims, and so many others. 

Now a suit by two St. Cloud wedding 
videographers could make it legal again. Carl 
and Angel Larsen want the right to refuse 
service to gay couples. Last week, a federal 
court agreed, ruling that businesses can’t 
be forced by Minnesota’s Fluman Rights 
law to express support for something they 
don’t believe. 

The decree would appear to legalize all 
kinds of discrimination, like rejecting service 
to interracial couples, Jews, or other non- 
Christians. With the federal courts increas¬ 
ingly stocked with Trump appointees, it 
appears the Old South is about to rise again, 
this time in Minnesota.

f you’ve ever taken a yoga class, you 
know there’s a routine at the top 
of the hour. 

Before you do any posing, you take 
off your sweatshirt, shoes, purse, 
what have you, and stuff them into a handy 
cubby right outside the studio. You insert 
your money and your keys into crevices 
and pockets as a measure of security. But 
before you walk away, perhaps a brief, 
insecure thought crosses your mind- 
something like, “Hey, what’s stopping 
anyone from taking all this?” 

Turns out, nothing. 

WCCO reports that this summer has 
been awash in yoga studio theft. The thief, 
like you, has a routine: Sign up for a free 
week of yoga classes, spend most of the 
hour posing and ohm-ing with everyone 


else, leave early, and take everyone else’s 
valuables with you. Already, three Minne¬ 
apolis YogaFits and a YogaSol in Northeast 
have been struck by this smooth criminal. 

These days, YogaFit studios have signs 
telling members to bring their valuables 
into class rather than risk the cubbies. In 
the meantime, Minneapolis Police have 
surveillance video from all the YogaFit 
locations. 

It’s not the only kind of misfortune to 
befall studios this summer. TaraNayoga 
studio in Kingfield got a rude awakening 
in June in the form of a smashed window 
and thousands of dollars in damage. 

According to Southwest Journal, this 
was likely a bit of collateral damage rather 
than a personal vendetta. The vandal’s 
real target was likely the forthcoming

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Inside the intense andfabulous world 
of English horse shows

he tension in the barn 
is palpable. 

The electric energy 
of nervous riders mixes 
with the muffled sound 
of horses neighing 
and the heady scent of 
manure. Eager mothers paint eye shadow 
onto their adolescent daughters before their 
class. Each “class” signifies a different level 
of competition, and there are about 20 of 
them scheduled for this session atthe UPHA 
American Royal National Championship 
Horse Show in Kansas City, Kansas. 

The horses are being primed, too. People 
take extensions, made with real horse hair, 
and wash them with Mane ’n Tail shampoo. 
Hardy barn hands run to the warm-up 
arena with a towel and sheen spray. Some 
even run behind horses as they trot to the 
show arena, brushing tails and wiping spit 
from animals’ frothy mouths. 

Meanwhile, stern riding instructors and 
haughty trainers stand at the edge of the 
arena, shouting demands to their riders: 
“Sit up straight! Shorten your reins! Did 
you hear me? Slow down!” 

The competition is about to begin. Inside, 
the arena is decorated with roses and ferns, 
and there’s a stage in the center for the 
judging committee. An organist plays 
“Summer Samba” and “In the Mood” to 
the beat of the horses’ gaits. The ringmas¬ 
ter, dressed in a P.T. Barnum red circus 
costume, escorts judges to the center ring, 
arm in arm. 

Horses and riders are being judged on 
three gaits: walk, trot, and canter. The best 
riders bring strong energy and motion. 
The audience yelps and screams for their 
favorites. 

After everyone has taken their turn, 
the riders line up in the center of the ring 
with the ringmaster, and the winner is 
announced. There are gasps in the crowd. A 


blue ribbon is pinned on the bridle, and the 
team celebrates with a victory lap, followed 
by a photo to commemorate the moment. 
The photographer hunches down while a 
trainer throws a towel in the air, the horse 
equivalent of “Say cheese!,” which helps 
the animal look alert for the photo. 

During the show, stables showcase 
winning ribbons on stall doors. They’re 
colorful, in order first to eighth: blue, 
red, yellow, white, pink, green, purple, 
and brown. Some riders decorate poster 
boards with images of their horse and fun 
facts to display alongside their ribbons. 
The horses have cute “barn names” like 
T-Bone and Gus, short for their full regis¬ 
tered names, which include lengthy moni¬ 
kers like CH Cloverleaf Freedom Writer, 
the Pickup Line, Cheetah’s Holl)wood 
Pride, and I’m Ziggy Stardust. (The “CH” 
stands for “Champion,” and the horse gets 
that added to their registered name if they 
win a certain number of championships 
in their lifetime.) 

For the barn, these shows are all about 
building a good reputation, and most take 
their decorating very seriously. Hired barn 
hands will hang cloth curtains on stable 
doors. Each barn has colors that represent 
it, and the themed colors cover barn doors 
to make the stables look chic. Old pier lamp 
posts are installed near the feeding rooms, 
and wood chips and small boulders are 
arranged atthe entrance of each barn aisle 
to create a grandiose landscape. Some bams 
even go so far as to feature mini waterfalls 
and koi ponds. 

U 

E verything about English riding is 
grand spectacle. The style origi¬ 
nated in Europe, and came to the 
United States in the mid-19th 
century. In the early days, English riding

was a way for people to show off their 
horses in parks on Sunday afternoons. 
Nowadays, it’s one of the greatest and 
least talked-about sports in America. 

In English riding, there are many breeds 
and judging requirements. Some horses 
are jumpers (hunter jumper), judged 
on a jumping course, while others are 
judged on a flat course (dressage). Some 
are saddle horses (saddleseat), and are 
judged on animation of gait and the beauty 
of the rider. 

Mya Lear, an 18-year-old trainer at Lear 
Stables in Hastings, grew up in the English 
horse show scene. Her mother and grand¬ 
mother have both worked as trainers and 
riding instructors. Together, they are three 
generations of gritty, passionate women 
who don’t plan on leaving the horse indus¬ 
try anytime soon. Last year, Mya brought 
her horse, Vinnie, to the American Royal 
Nationals in Kansas City, Kansas. 

‘There’s a feeling you get right before 
you make a pass that makes or breaks your 
class,” Lear says. “It’s irreplaceable. The 
energy overwhelms your body and you 
have to control it to prevent mistakes. 
It’s a psychological high and a physical 
workout at the same time. The horse under 
you has so much power, but you’re the 
one deciding how to use it.” 

Judy Oleson, another avid show rider, 
started riding in her 30s. Now in her early 
70s, she still shows her horse, Seren. “The 
fact that one can keep riding for a long 
time is very important to me,” she says. 
“I love the relationship you develop with 
your horse. I have found them to be an 
excellent teacher. The horse I currently 
own is the most challenging. She has taught 
me patience, perseverance, and the abil¬ 
ity to rise to many occasions that I would 
have not thought possible.” 


U 

P articipating in the sport is no 
casual venture, as it involves a 
great deal of investment, includ¬ 
ing time and money. 

Appearance is important for success. At a 
show, horses are so polished you could eat 
dinner off their backside (though that’s not 
recommended). Tail switches are washed 
and tied onto the horse’s tailbone with 
shoestring to make their tails look fuller 
and longer. Grooms lather horses’ white 
stockings with baby powder to make their 
markings look more crisp and white. Leg, 
ear, and nose hair is trimmed, and hooves 
are painted with polish so the horse appears 
more clean-cut. Ribbons are braided into 
their mane, color-coordinated with their 
barn color to show pride. Horses that are 
jumpers have their manes and tails braided 
entirely. On a good day, it can take two to 
three hours to get one horse fully ready. 

As far as human fashion is concerned, 
English riders t 5 q)ically wear tuxedo-style 
jackets with chic matching riding pants, 
though styles differ among divisions. Men 
look a bit like mobsters, sporting bolero 
hats (hello, Beyonce’s “Formation”) and 
black suits with ties. Women, on the other 
hand, wear felt top hats or helmets, color¬ 
ful silk vests, and, in some classes, a tie. 

Outfits can cost anywhere from $1,500 to 
$5,000. And that’s just the clothing. Pa 3 dng 
to bring a horse to a show can cost any¬ 
where from $1,000 to $3,000 when you 
add up the shipping/trailer, stall bedding, 
feed, and class entry fees. Throughout a 
show season, riders must attend three to 
five shows to qualify for championships 
at the end of the year. 

Then there’s the time commitment Rid¬ 
ers prep for months, often entire winters, 
in hopes of show-season success. 

“I spent six days a week at the barn,” Lear 
says of her preparation for Nationals. “I

went to the gym every day. My horse wasn’t 
easy to ride; he had off days, days he didn’t 
want to listen. But none of that mattered. 
If I wanted to go, I was the one who had 
to get him through it. If you aren’t giving 
your all, you can’t expect your horse to.” 

Ideally, all of the cost pays off at the 
shows, which are typically multi-day events. 

During a competition, trainers, families, 
supporting riders, and friends are encour¬ 
aged to scream and cheer loudly. Some 
fellow riders will even stand at the fence 
and howl and yelp. New onlookers are 
often taken by surprise at the spectacle. 

Horses are judged on manners, energy 
level, level of enjoyment, and control. Some 
classes judge the riders as well. Riders 
should sit up tall, stay strong in body, and 
look happy and confident. 

“The horses are just as passionate about 
kicking ass as I am,” says Lear. “I like 
a horse that’s a little bit too confident, 
like that girl in school who was never 
self-conscious so you were a little jeal¬ 
ous, but were also proud that she knew 
how pretty she was. That’s the good kind 
of horse.” 

This is a world filled with big personali¬ 
ties. Imagine the equine version of Best in 
Show, Christopher Guest’s mockumentary 
about people who enter prestigious dog 
shows. Like the movie, the horse show 
is all about the people and their animals. 


You have the energetic horse girl, the 
overly involved show mom, the pristine 
and punctual trainer, and the helicopter 
horse owner. 

It’s also a world with camaraderie and a 
tight-knit community. Each day, festivities 
continue into the evening. People will 
put together things like black-and-white 
galas, wine pulls, and potluck dinners, 
typically hosted in the cow barn across

the street or another nearby location. The 
dinners are robust and plentiful, filled 
with conversations on judging fairness, 
horses for sale, training blunders, and 
relationships. The entire weekend can 
feel like a hardworking faux getaway at 
the Catskills. 


The after-hours portion of the show is 
one of Lear’s favorites. “The passion we 
all share somehow convinces everyone 
to meet up every night to enjoy food and 
drinks as music plays and we talk about 
ever 3 ^thinghorses,” she says. ‘Who sold who 
to who? What horse switched divisions? 
Which person won that class? Who’s going 
to Louisville [World Championships] this 
year? In the arena, people will fight to win 
until the winner is called, but everyone 
is family.” 

When the sun sets on the final day, the 
horses are expertly packaged to ship back 
to their homes with leg wraps and recovery 
travel suits (yes, horses have those). Barn 
hands dump out coolers that once housed 
Pinot Grigio and bottled water. All of the 
hard work is over... until next time. 

U 

E nglish horse shows are a delight, 
but they are also very niche. That 
can lead to questions about the 
future of the sport. With the 
sport’s high cost and low accessibility, 
its popularity has dwindled, especially 
in the Midwest. The most popular Eng¬ 
lish competitions are where the money 
is: along the East Coast and in the South. 
The sport can come off as elite, as people 
with more money can buy better horses.

gain access to more experience, and afford 
to go to more competitions. 

Lear has another way of thinking about 
it, however. ‘Tou make a team. You don’t 
buy a team. The ones who end up doing 
this forever aren’t always the richest,” 
she notes. “The thing about the horse 
community is we all want everyone to 
win... but it’s a matter of how hard they 
will work for it. There are plenty of barns 
around the country where everyone can 
get their fair share, but you have to stand 
up and do it.” 

Oleson agrees. “I think that most people 
who do this set aside a good portion of 
their disposable income for their love of 
horses,” she says. “It is hard to say where 
the future of the sport is going. But I will 
certainly do my best to make sure folks 
get to see these wonderful animals and 
get to know them.” 

These humans care deeply about their 
animals. Many stables have been around 
for 20 to 30 years, and a lot of them have 
been passed down through generations. 
For horse people in Minnesota, this is how 
summer weekends are spent. 

“The horses are my athletes, partners, 
and therapists,” Lear says. “The barn 
is a place I can escape from the chaos 
of the world. The sport is a way for me 
to feel strong and confident and good 
about myself. I continue to ride because 
I can’t imagine how to go through life 
without it.” BS

WRESTLING WITH DARKNESS 

In The Peanut Butter Falcon, Shia LaBeouf and Zack Gottsagen 
look for the light at the end of the tunnel

name like The Peanut Butter 
Falcon might not suggest much 
in the way of plot, but it cer¬ 
tainly gives you a taste of this 
picture overall: sweet, gooey, 
and a strange combination. IBs a road movie, 
a buddy comedy, an indie melodrama, and 
even a fairytale. And while it might seem 
like a film of this scale is biting off more 
than it can chew. The Peanut Butter Fal¬ 
con, for the most part, has enough heart 
to make it work. 

We’ll come to find that the title refers 
to the alter ego of buddy No. 1, Zak (Zack 
Gottsagen). He’s a thirtysomething with 
Down syndrome who spends the better 
part of his days watching pro wrestling 
tapes and trying to escape the old folks 
home where he’s been more or less aban¬ 
doned. One night, he actually succeeds, 
running in his tighty-whities through the 
North Carolina night. When day breaks, 
Zak hides out on a boat owned by Tyler 
(Shia LaBeouf), a crab fisherman with a 
major chip on his shoulder. 


When two rivals (John Hawkes and 
Yelawolf) attack Tyler for stealing from 
their traps, he sets a bunch of their stuff on 
fire and takes off for Florida—not realizing 
he has Zak in tow. A hostile intro builds 
to a bromance after a chance encounter 
with Zak’s worried caretaker, Eleanor 
(Dakota Johnson), and soon this unlikely 
team becomes closer than Tyler could have 
imagined. 

The Peanut Butter Falcon deals primarily 
with somber themes: the lasting effects of 
familial death, the failure to realize poten¬ 
tial, the maliciousness of others. Somehow, 
through the overwhelming sadness, it man¬ 
ages to be one of the year’s most uplifting 
films. It follows in the tradition of Mark 
Twain’s epic Adventures of Huckleberry 
Finn, but The Peanut Butter Falcon feels 
more like a short story and is at its best 
when neglecting a grander message. Even 
if it loses focus on occasion, it delivers the 
feels when it lets the main characters do 
the heavy lifting. 

Newcomer Gottsagen does aphenomenal 
job relating the struggles faced by people

with Down syndrome, but his levity and clear 
stick-to-itiveness keep this from being some 
long-form pity party. Even at his lowest, 
Zak’s unwillingness to let go of his wres¬ 
tling dreams despite the odds is nothing 
if not admirable. Tyler initially serves as 
a darker counterbalance, but LaBeouf s 
infusion of carpe diem attitude and moral 
ambiguity highlights the complexities of 
a man searching for light at the end of the 
tunnel. LaBeouf s personal life can over¬ 
shadow his acting ability for some, but The 
Peanut Butter Falcon is a great reminder of 
what a talent he’s always been. 

Impressive and inspiring, this is a movie 
that proves you don’t need a huge bud¬ 
get or a sweeping epic narrative to leave 
a mark. Small, character-driven tales can 
make just as much of a personal impact. 
And after a summer of huge Holl 5 rwood 
blockbusters. The Peanut Butter Falcon is 
a welcome change of pace. 03 
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META AT MINNSKY 

The show-within-a-show schtick gets more layers

he creators of [title of show] 
constantly questioned them¬ 
selves while taking their own 
eccentric project from a hast¬ 
ily assembled festival entry 
to the Great White Way. At least, that’s 
the version of the story that’s immortal¬ 
ized in the musical, which hit Broadway 
in a Tony-nominated 2008 run and is now 
pla 5 dng in a scrappy new Minnsky Theatre 
production. 

The show’s meta-theatrical concept 
gets a little exhausting, all the more so in 
a production like this where you have to 
keep your mind wrapped around the fact 
that you’re watching actors pla 3 dng actors 
playing versions of themselves that have 
been repeatedly revised in a show that is 
often precisely about those revisions. Got it? 

On paper it sounds extraordinarily pre¬ 
tentious, but the show’s charm is that play¬ 
wright Hunter Bell (played at Minnsky by 
Richard Lewer) and songwriter Jeff Bowen 


(Steven Cox) successfully spin themselves 
as unassuming theater nerds who despair of 
making it to Broadway without a hit movie 
to adapt. If they’re going to risk an original 
musical, why not make it about their own 
decision to write an original musical? 

What began as a fun one-act is now, even 
with intermission, quite a marathon for 
the four actors—all of whom are onstage 
for virtually the entire show, along with 
their keyboard accompanist Larry (Danny 
Glass). Cox and Lewer are complemented by 
Amanda Richards as the guys’ sassy friend 
Susan and by Roni Paige, who also directed, 
as Heidi, a gifted singer-actor who’s torn 
between/tzt/e of show] and a potential role 
in The Little Mermaid. 

While the quartet make an amiable 
ensemble of actors, they re strongest when 
singing. The show’s not-so-secret weapon 
has always been Bowen’s witty and varied 
songs, and if you’ve learned to love them 
on the cast album (which of course gets its 
own meta reference), you’ll appreciate the

chance to hear these strong renditions 
delivered live. 

Music director Glass keeps the com¬ 
plex arrangements tight, while Paige wins 
warm performances from her cast, [title 
of show] may never be completely satis¬ 
fying in any production not starring the 
original creators, though, and while the 
Minnsky actors are likable, none of them 
demonstrate the kind of stage presence that 
might make you forget they’re doing a bit. 

What the production seems to beg for 
is a final number chronicling the way 
this cast came together in Minneapo¬ 
lis to play that cast playing themselves 
in New York. That would probably 
cause licensing problems, though: an 
irony that Bell and Bowen themselves 
might appreciate. 03

MINNESOTA’S LARGEST PULL TABS 
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BACK ON TRACK 

With Neon Brown, Velvet Negroni plunges 
into even wilder electronic depths

J eremy Nutzman should not be this 
chill. It’s mid-July and the Min¬ 
nesotan who calls himself Velvet 
Negroni is killing time in a back 
booth at Icehouse, not far from the 
stage where he’ll soon be performing for 
the first time with his new band. Stakes are 
high: He’s set to hit the road shortly with 
these musicians in support of psych-S5mth 
indie titans Tame Impala. 

When Nutzman received news of the 
high-profile opening slot (including two 
nights at the Surly Brewing Festival Field 
in Minneapolis) he was in L.A., finishing 
his new album, Neon Brown (which comes 
out August 30). The task of assembling a 
touringband fell to the album’s two produc¬ 
ers (and Nutzman’s friends) Elliott Kozel 
(aka Tickle Torture) and Ps 5 miun. “The 
first time I rehearsed with the band was 
yesterday, so we’re playing it by ear,” says 
Nutzman. “It’s not ideal.” 


Despite all this background hubbub, 
Nutzman answers questions slowly and 
deliberately, though not dispassionately. 
Charismatic and languid, the 34-year- 
old attracts attention without seeming to 
expend effort, and admirers tend to pass 
their enthusiasm on to others. It was Ryan 
Olson who shared Nutzman’s music with 
his buddy Justin Vernon, who invited the 
singer to open for Bon Iver on a couple 
dates and to record at his studio, April Base, 
in Wisconsin. (Nutzman appears on the 
new Bon Iver album, i,Q Vernon, in turn, 
played Velvet Negroni’s “Waves” for an 
even more famous listener: Kanye West 
dug the melody so much he adapted it for 
the hook on “Feel the Love,” the opening 
track on his 2018 collaborative album with 
Kid Cudi, Kids See Ghosts. 

As his rep has blossomed, though, 
Nutzman has been dormant: It’s been two 
years since Velvet Negroni’s debut album. 


T.C.OD. “I had an eight-month hiatus from 
anything and anybody, especially music. I 
just went off the map,” the singer says, and 
there was apparently good reason. “I was 
just out of my mind. I was not good to be 
around. My friends were like To, fucking 
chill out. We can’t deal with you.’” 

The man Nutzman had become by 2018 
was a long way from the kid who grew 
up in Andover, Minnesota, as the adopted 
son of a white evangelical family. Shortly 
after Nutzman moved to St. Paul to attend 
a Christian college. University of North¬ 
western, his father died, and his mother 
moved to Texas to be closer to her fam¬ 
ily. Entranced by the freedom of living in 
the Cities, Nutzman stayed behind. “I was 
wide-eyed, like This is amazing—you can 
just do whatever you want?” 

And Nutzman did just that. First he aban¬ 
doned his disciplined musical background. 
“I was classically trained, so I was athleti¬ 
cally playing music but never did much 
composition,” he says. Soon he was pla34ng 
in screamo bands and writing conventional 
songs on acoustic guitar. Still, it was only 
after his friend Danny Wolf suggested he 
rap and left him for a week with a Mac- 
book loaded with recording software that 
Nutzman exploded creatively. 

“That was a special time,” he says now. 
“I strive to get back to that mind state, lis¬ 
tening to things I recorded that long ago, 
reading things that I wrote that long ago. 
It was kind of a magical time. I still had a 
capacity for amazement and wonder. I was 
making music, but I would still go to a live 
show and think 'How do they do this?’ I 
wasn’t able to compare myself to an54hing 
else. Anything I made, I was like 'Sick. I 
made this.’” 

Soon Nutzman started calling himself 
Spyder Baybie Raw Dog and built up the wild 
rep such a name would suggest. When he 
formed Pony Bwoy with producer Hunter 
Morley, promotional materials billed the 
project as a departure from Nutzman’s 
“usual antics as a drugged-up after-party 
boy late to the club,” but drugs were still 
very much on the duo’s agenda. Pony Bwoy 
fizzled out, and Nutzman settled on the 
Velvet Negroni moniker, adapted from the 
name of an overpriced cocktail he downed 
while pla 5 dng with Marijuana Deathsquads 
in Austin. “I don’t think I particularly liked 
it,” he recalls. 

But sometime in 2018, Nutzman had 
reached the end of the line. “It was at the 
end of an eight- or nine-year stretch of home¬ 
lessness, where I was just surviving on my 
social currency,” Nutzman says. “Wherever

I was staying, whatever I contributed was 
definitely not money. That was just how 

1 existed.” 

With help from an old pal, he pulled 
out of this way of life. ‘‘My friend Daniel 
brought me back to his house and I just 
stayed with his family, worked with his 
tree removal company, drank beer at night, 
watched football—I lived his life, basically, 
while I got my mind right.” 

And then, early this year, a newly rejuve¬ 
nated and reoriented Nutzman embarked 
upon his most disciplined recordingprocess 
to date. “I got together with Ps 5 miun and 
Elliot and we just started a regimen—from 

2 p.m. to 10 or 11 at night, at least five days 
a week for a couple months,” he says. 

You can hear the three musicians form a 
S 5 mibiotic creative gestalt on Neon Brown, 
as the music emerges with an improvisatory 
sense of possibility, but with a structural 
integrity to it The depths of these tracks are 
as haunted as anyone familiar with Psymun’s 
dubby productions would expect, but these 
poltergeists sound as harmless as they are 
tricky, squiggles of friendly ghosts peeking 
from the shadows. Beats skitter away into 
dark corners of a track like insects when 
you flick on the light switch, and you can 
hear the squeak of guitar strings reminding 
you this was all crafted by humans. 

But it’s Nutzman’s vocals, sensual but not 
overtiy seductive, that define the mood. His 
voice shapeshifts as it flows, often aching 
upwards soulfully, sometimes dissipat¬ 
ing in deep echo or electronic crackles, 
and his l 5 n:*ics are pla 5 dul and allusive—“I 
ride a Taurus, my eye a Horus/Can’t buy 
divorce/La-la-la-la,” a characteristic bit 
goes. Imagine where the Weeknd’s albums 
might have gone if Abel Tesfaye wasn’t so 
hung up on cartoon decadence (and was 
a warmer singer) and you’ll get a sense of 
what’s up. 

Though Nutzman has worked with 
plenty of producers and musicians, he 
describes Neon Brown as his first “true 
collaboration.” By that he means, “Music 
by committee. Lyrics by committee. It was 
an egoless situation where we all agreed 
that this was the goal we were working 
toward.” And he credits that collaborative 
spirit for jumpstarting his music. “For one 
thingifs just simple accountability. If we’re 
going to build this fucking popsicle-stick 
house, I can plan to do that, but it’s hard 
to just wake up by yourself and clock in 
for the day.” 

It seems as though the onetime provoca¬ 
teur has embraced structure: accountability, 
discipline, even deadlines. ‘You can channel 
all that adrenaline anxiety into helpingyou 
make decisions,” he says. “Deadlines are 
the new Adderall.” 

Velvet Negroni will play a release show for 
Neon Brown at the 7th St. Entry on Sunday, 
September 2. 03
